endorsed. They are amendments in 
detail, but not in principle, of the pro- 
visions of the act of last year, re- 
quiring the apportionment of cars to 
al! applicants. This is the principle 
that was contended “for at the start 
and was so long in reaching success. 
It was finally adopred last session and 
went into operation during the mar- 
ketemg of: last year’s crop. Not with- 
standing ali that had been said agains! 
it as being cOn‘iscation and socialism, 
or that was done against it by ineffec- 
tive enforcement, the principle has 
been streng:hened by experience, and 
the amendments proposed are intend- 
ed to achteve the. still more, satisfac- 
tory working ou* of that prinaple. 

Wednesday was chiefly occupied with 
a discussion instituted by the opposi- 
tion on an alleged contravention of in- 
dependence of parliament act by Mr. 
Loy, M.P for Beaubsarnois. During the 
odministration of the public works de- 
partment by the Hon. Mr. Tarte, he 
had decided to build. a post office at 
Vallesfield, a manufacturing town of 
some twenty thousand inhabitants. Mr. 
Loy. the sitting member, owned the 
most. available site, but the independ- 
ence of parhament act. prevented his 
dealing with the government for it. 
Without Mr. Loy’s knowledge or con™ 
eent the minister arranged with a real 
estate firm in Montrea! to purchase 
the lot from Mr. Loy. This was done 
on representa‘ion to him that the site 
was desired for a mercantile enter- 
prise, Afterwards the lot was turned 
over to the department of public 
works. “Mr. Moeck; French ieader of 
the Opposition, drew attention to the 
transaciion some days ago and asked 
for an investigation, which was at 
once granted. The investigation de> f 
velopea the tacts stated and the com- 
mittee reported. exonerating Mr. Lay, 
but Mr. Monck, seeing an opportunity 
to create the umpression in the pudlic 
mind that a wrong had been done, re- 
fused to accept the report of the com- 
wittee when presented to, the House 
and made the matter the subject of a 
debate and vote. The vote resulted im 
the report of the committee being Sus- 
tained by a majority of over two to 
one. 

Resolutions hev® ten introduced 
providing for the salary to be paid the 
railway commission provided for in the 
railway commission bill. There are to 
be three commissioners and a secre- 
tary The chief commissioner wil! re- 
ceive ten thousand dollars a year, the 
two others, egbt thousand each, and 
ihe secretary four thousand dollars. 
No names are mentioned and no one 
knows yet who the commissioners will 
be. The position 1s to be for ten years. 
It 1s a question *f the salary will be 
high enough to secure as high class 
and experienced Men as the duties laid 
vpon them by the bill wilt require. 

A resoluuon has also been introduced 
to assist im a direct newspaper cable: 
service between Great Britain and 
Canad* The amount is fifteen’ thou- 
sand dollars a year for the first three 
years and a decreased amount after- 
wards to be paid doliar for dollar with 
an amoun: to be expended by an a®& 
sotiation of Canadian newspapers in se- 
curing a direct cable service. lt has 
been apparent ‘or many years that the 
oHeged Bnotish news republished by 
Canadian papers from the cable corres 
dence. chief'y of the New York papers, 
has done angth'ns but give a correct 
view of British even’s or Opinions; and 
in any caSe has noi deal* with the sub 
jects. that are chielly of interest to 
Canadians. At the same time the 
tremendous expense of providing an 
exclusively Canadian service has bith- 
erto been a dar to its establishment. 
Tt 1s hoped that with the assistance 
now offered by the government it will 
be_ possible to get a ajrect service that 
will deal with Bn.isn questions from 
a’ British and Canadian point of view 
rathe> than from the pomt of view 
of the New York press, wrose hmita- 
ti0as are rather those of enterprise and 
of prejudice than of truth.
